NEW COUNCILLOR WITHDRAWS REMARK

Bullock and Evans, 
discussed with the Adminis- 
trative Committee -their de- 
sire for an_ interview with 
the Council for Mrs. Clarke. 


When the motion was 
brought before the Ordinary 
Meeting of Council last 
week for adoption. Cr. Har- 
rison indicated his opposi- 





tion to the decision. 
The moticn is consistent 


Council policy, said 
D. K. Grant. He added 
that if the staff have some- 
thing they wish to take up 
they are free to take it up 
with their superior officer. 


Cr. R. Richards also

No Grant for 
Street Bordered 
by Govt. Land 


The Government will not be paying to- 
wards the cost of constructing North Avenue, 


Altona West, adjacent 
Lands Department. 


This section of North Ave- 

nue is in the scheme of 
private streets being con- 
structed by Altona City 
Council in the Laverton 
area, 

The north side of the ave- 
nue is bordered by the 
Laverton Recreation Re- 
serve and the balance of 
the section in this scheme 
is an old soldier 
ment area. 

Altona Council applied for 
an ex-sratia payment to. 
wards the cost of road con- 
struction. 


The Secretary for Local 

> Government replied: 

“As you are aware, ex. 
gratia payments are nor- 
mally made only in respect 
of Government owned lands 
on which are erected Gov- 
ernment owned buildings. 
There is however, one lim- 
ited modification of this 
Seneral rule, namely, in 
cases where, although there 
is no Governmnt building 
at present, there are definite 
plans for constructing one 
within a measurable time. 
In the present case. the 
land is at present vacant 
and the Lards Department 
has advised me that there 
are no plans for use or de- 
velopment of the site in the 
rear future.

On Friday the Mayor, se- 
ven other councillors, the 
Medical Officer of Health, 
and executive officers of 
the City of Altona discussed 
the outflow from the plant 
jato the bay with the Mi- 
nister at the Local Govern- 
ment Department. 

The deputation was 
the Mayor, Cr.

Grant, although all mem- 
bers were invited to speak 
or comment during the dis- 
cussions. 

In a statement to the Al- 
tona Star today Cr. Crofts 
said that the Councillors 
stressed the importance of 
sewerage for all of Altona 
and that in their opinions 
no slowing down of the sew- 
erage reticulation should

ment agree to placing the 
effluent outlet into much 
deeper water and awa’ 
from the Altona Beach; an

consider exempting the

wythe’s Church informed 
the Council they were wil- 
ling to allow such use of 
the area, free of charge to 
the Council, if the Council 
was prepared to construct 
and maintain the area.

R. C. Simmons, said

THE NEW 
COUNCILLOR 


Cr. R. F, Harrison can face with con-_ 
fidence his future with the Altona Coun-~ 
cil. ; : 

It appears that he has much in com- 
mon with the other councillors. 

In a brief statement of his aims in 
a letter to the Star, he noted his aware- 
ness that insufficient educational and 
cultural ‘facilities exist in our city and 
his advocacy of their improvement. 

To the extent that deficiencies exist 
all councillors will agree and will make 
all efforts to meet them, consistent 
with budgetary control of finances. 

In the same'letter he states he will 
ask certain questions —- one is a ‘rheto- 
rical one, the others he will find, have 
been asked before and answered. They 
refer to pollution, beach conditions and 
fire. risk at the petroleum complex, The 
implied criticism in the necessity of 
asking such questions is not justified. 

Every past Altona council and the 
présent one have been concerned about 
these problems and are doing all they 
can to solve them. 

Cr. Harrison can be well assured that 
here again he will find much common 
ground with every other councillor. Dif- 
ferent view points do exist among the 
eight other councillors and this no doubt 

~ will also be the case with Cr.-Harrison.

The Town Clerk, Mr. J. 
W. Waters, brought the sub- 
ject forward at an Admi- 
nistrative Committee meet- 
ing earlier this month. , 
-He said it had come to 
his notice that a number of 
councils assist in the train- 
ing of office personnel by 
refunding fees providing the 
officer passes the examina- 
tion.

When the minutes of this 
committee meeting came up 
for adoption at last week's 
ordinary Council meeting, 
Cr. R. F. Harrison queried 
the necessity for the condi- 
tion that any ‘employee be- 
ing refunded fees must stay 
in the employ of the Coun- 
eit for three years after 
the course is completed. 

Cr. D. K. Grant com- 
mented that any officer or 


rlemployee of councils or in- 


dustry are under some’ ob- 
ligation sto the payer of fees. 
The fees will be paid out 
of, ratepayers money and 
councillors must make sure 
ratepayers get value for 
their money, said Cr. J. 
Stewart. 


He said an officer receiv- 
ing a grant must be pre- 
pared to make some return 
and “I am blessed if I can 
see why there is any dis- 
cussion”. : 

“I do not disagree with 
the principle or spirit of 
the motion”, said Cr. Har- 
rison, “but I do not agree 
with birding an employee’. 

He asserted that by go- 
ing to school the’ officer im- 
proves himself and his em- 
ployer is immediately re- 
paid.

Acknowledging the Altona 
City Council’s letter regard- 
ing the refinery expansion 
and chimney stack heights 
in relation to pollution, Mr. 
WwW. R. Yeo, General Man- 
ager of Petroleum. Refine- 
ries, replied . 


“Our people responsible 
for the expansion design 
are very conscious of the 
endemic factors which . pre- 
vail in relation to effluent 
disposal methods. Althotigh 
detailed, engineering is still 
in progress we are confident 
at this stage that the new 
facilities and the processing 
of indigenous crudes of ge- 
nerally lower sulphur con- 
tent will result in a posi- 
tive improvement in the 
quality of refinery effluents. 
Specifically, 
istack heights is being given 
‘close attention in .conjunc- 
tion with our Corporation 
Technical experts and the 
State Authorities. We al- 
ready haye an active tree 
planting programme and are 
pleased with the growth of 
these already planted.
